For admission to the examination 


for common school graduation, pupils 
must send a written application and a 
recommendation signed 
by their 


teacher, to the office of the County 
Superintendent on or before March 
31, 1917. 


Diplomas will be granted to those 


jwho pass the examination provided 


j they are fifteen years of age or. over. 
Diplomas will not be granted to pup- 
ils under fifteen years of age. 
The 


age of the pupil must be given in the 
application. 


All pupils residing in school dis- 


tricts in which no public high school 


] are maintained and who desire to en- 
jter such schools in the fail of 1917, 
will make application at this time. 
In such cases the pupil should state 
in 
his application the high school 


which he expects to attend. 


The applicant will be examined in 


the following subjects, namely: Read 
ing, writing, spelling, written arith- 
metic, mental arithmetic, grammar, 
geography, history and physiology. 


Teachers 
should not .recommend 


pupils for examination who have not 
a 
reasonable chance of passing 
it. 


Teachers should exercise great care 
in making their recommendations. 


Pupils should be taught how to 


prepare a good manuscript. We do 
not feel that we are 
justified 
in 


granting a diploma to a pupil who 
cannot write legibly, express himself 
clearly, and arrange a neat and ac- 
curate manuscript.

Xliink It Will Come as a Pest in 


Pennsylvania 


The "seventeen-year locust" is due 


in Pennsylvania this year, according 
to C. H. Hadley, Jr., m charge of 
Entomology Extension at State Col- 
lege. The pest is what is known as 
"brood eight of the periodical cicada" 
and it appeared lieie in 1900. 


"This is one of the largest insect 


broods to occur in this State," says 
Hadley. 
"While locusts are usually 


of importance manily because of the 
populai interest aroused, it is_ quite 
possible that considerable damage 
may be caused in those places where 
the insects appear in unusual abun- 
dance." 


The counties in which the locust 


swarms of the 1917 brood are due to 
occur, according to past records, are 
Armstrong, Beaver, Butler, Cambriat 
Clarion, Indiana, Lawrence, Mercer, 
Venango, and Washington. Smaller 
more or less scattering swarms, may 
be expected in Allegheny, Crawford, 
Fayette, Forest, Huntingdon, Jeffer- 
son, Snyder and Westmoreland Coun- 
ties.

military ambition and a passion for 
military glory. 


It was the great good fortune of 


the United States in the Civil War 
that it had Abraham Lincoln for 
President, all of whose principles and 
habits of government were incorrigi- 
bly civilian. Thus a President who 
might have made himself an absolute 
military dictator held steadfastly to 
the creed of the Illinois country law- 
yer, and that creed was the creed up- 
on which all the foundation stones 
of the Republic rest. It is still the 
great fortune of the United States 
that in the darkest crisis of modern 
history it has a President with the 
same unquenchable passion for jus- 
tice and liberty, who looks upon mil- 
itary power only as the instrument 
of civil power and worships no gods 
of conquest or imperialism. 


If the world, after this war is to 


be re-establshed upon the basis of 
democracy, the political principles of 
Woodrow Wilson must prevail. Noth- 
ing else can save it. On the verge of 
the crisis, when it is inevitable that 
the United States 
must draw the 


sword in defense of its rights and its 
honor, the American people can face 
the future in supreme confidence that 
they will enter the war under a lead- 
ership that knows no ulterior purpose 
—a leadership that is wise and saga- 
cious and self-restrained and that 
will safeguard republican institutions 
as the most precious possession of 
mankind. 


No other American is so well fit- 


ted by temperament, by training, by 
ability and by mastery of the science 
and art of government' to solve the 
problems that must confront this 
country during the next four years.

LESSON TEXT—John 6:24-37. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Jesus said unto them, 


I am the bread of life.—John 6:35. 


Following the feeding of the five 


thousand, Jesus saw the design of the 
multitude (v. 15), and separated him- 
self unto prayer. Following that com- 
munion, the disciples went over the 
sea toward the City of Capernaum 
(v. 17), but in his'supernatural power 
he followed them, walking ilpon the 
water (v. 19). Midway he entered 
their 
ship, 
and 
immediately they 


readied the land Howard whrjh they 
had been strum? (v. 21; Mk. 6:48-49). 
The next day (John G :22) tbr people 
v\ ho at this period v ci e follov ing him 
in such gteut multitudes, took steps to 
reach him. Finding that he tvas not 
at their side of the lake, tJ ey took 
boats and came to Capernaum, "seek- 
ing for Jesus" (v. 24). We lead that 
the common people heard him gladly. 
These people wanted the cymradship 
of Jesus, and the longest bread line in 
the world today is that of hungry- 
hearted men. The question is, are we 
willing to give them the loaves of 
comfort? 


I. Bread Which Perisheth (vv. 23- 


>24). 
"If you think you will always 


get the loaves and fishes simply be- 
cause you have followed the Lord, you 
have handed yourself a goldbrick."— 
Dr. Griffin Bull. Most of us will go 
further for victuals than we will for a 
vision. When the people found Jesus 
(v. 25) they rather reprimanded Mm 
for leaving them, when the fact of the 
matter was that he was not beholden 
to them in any sense whatsoever. It 
looks ^ery well for these people to be 
"seeking Jesus," but they were seek- 
ing the wrong thing (v. 2G). It was 
ret really J< '•us himself they \vantcd, 
Hit thp Imv( <? and the P^hes. It was 
net the "si?,n" as indicating his cln me 
c jaraJer that die\\ them, but Dimply 
luc 
TV< nrtor as iu(ln.a.ted by the fact 


that they expected a constant supply 
ot bread, nor did they see in that 
bread the sign but only the bread. 


Saltation is the free gift of God 


apart fiom works. 
Nevertheless he 


commands the exercise of will. "This 
is> the work of God that ye believe on 
him whom he hath sent" (v. 29). Tins 
is noc~inconsistent with I Cor. 12:3, 
1. e., "No man can say that Jesus is the 
Lord but by the Holy Ghost." Like 
the 1 f . -> blades of a pair of shears, the 
executive act of my will in believing 
on Jesus is met by the regenerating en- 
ergy of God's spirit making rne a son 
of his. 


The Jews demanded a sign as a con- 


dition of believing on him, when he, 
himself, was the greatest of all signs 
(v. 36). They sought to enforce their 
demands by reference to Moses and 
the manna, but Jesus showed them 
that the manna wag a type of "the 
(true) bread of God," The character- 
istics of this bread are: (1) It comes 
do\\ n from heaven; (2) It giveth life 
unto the \\orld. Jesus' hearers did not 
understand what he meant, and ex- 
claimed: 
"Evermore give us this 


bread." Jesus was trying to impress 
upon his hearers the same diligence in 
heavenly matters as in the pursuit of 
earthly meals. 


111. The Everlasting Bread (vv. 35- 


37). 
Misunderstanding his teaching 


(v. 34) Jesus said unto them plainly: 
"I am the bread of life," meaning that 
he is the true bread qf God. He is 
not only the giver of the bread of life, 
but he, himself, is the Bread of Life. 
As bread will satisiy the needs of the 
physical body, giving strength, vital- 
ity and energy, so he will supply the 
needs of the soul. lie will satisfy the 
deep hunger and longing which is the 
evidence of need, and he will also sat- 
isfy the thirst which is the more in- 
tense desire—the spiritual craving of 
the soul. Jesus ministers to the never- 
failing strength of all who come to 
him, and who believe on him. Coming 
to him is seeking help and blessing 
from him. Believing on him is the ab- 
solute abandonment of self to him. 
This multitude had actually seen the 
living bread (v. 36), yet they believed 
not because they were so occupied 
with the material and unreal things of 
this world. 


Today we find men so taken up with 


the material and utmrcal that llu-y 
neither appreciate nor believe upon the 
true bread which has been sent down 
from God out of heaven. Not all \\ill 
come to him (John 5:24), but anyone 
can prove that he belongs to the elect 
of God and the company of the Father 
by coming to Jesus (v. 37). If any 
man docs come, he will be received. 
These words of Jesus are very posi- 
tive, "I will in no wise cast him out." 


Jesus, the One who raises the dead, 


is therefore co-oqual with God. Note 
the remainder of this chapter: "I will 
raise him up at the last day" (v. 40); 
"lie that bellcvcth on me hath ever- 
lasting life" (v. 47) ; "I am the bread 
of life" (v. 48); "Except ye eat the 
flesh of tlio Son of man, yc have no life 
In you" (v. 53); "Whoso eateth my 
flesh hath eternal life" (. 54) ; "For my 
flesh is meat indeed" (v. 55) ; "He that 
eateth my flesh dwelletu in me and I 
In him" (v. 56); "He that eateth me, 
even he shall live by me" (v 57). 


This is symbolical, it is true, but it 


Is very real.

navy and its small strength should 
perhaps be added to that of the two 
main services when estimating the to- 
tal organized belligerent power of the 
nation. 
The authorized strength of 


the corps is 15,627 offlcers and men of 
all classifications, and the ranks are 
nearly full. 
Various schemes for army reserve 


bodies were incorporated In the na- 
tional defense act, of last year, but 
these provisions have not been in force 
long enough to produce results of im- 
portance. For instance, of 50,000 re- 
serve offlcers provided for, a total of 
less than 500 has been commissioned. 


Organization of the Army. 


The commander in chief of the army 


(as of the navy also) is the president 
of the United States. 
His representative, who carries out 


his wishes, is the secretary of war, 
Newton D. Baker. 


The directing force of the army is 


the general staff. Maj. Gen. Hugh L. 
Scott is now chief of staff and his as- 
sistant is Maj. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss. 
Grouped about them in Washington 
are army experts of various ranks, 
who are supposed to do the thinking
